The 
statute of New Jersey gives a trial 
judge the right to refuse bail if 
he has no reasonable doubt in 
his mind as to the guilt of the de- 
fendant? The law also gives the 
defendant the right to appeal to a 
Supreme Court Justice for a writ 
allowing him to be freed on bail, 
but the Justice need give no rea- 
son for his granting such a writ. 
Thus Judge Brown, who would 
have had to give a reason for al- 
lowing bail, was within his rights 
in allowing the petition for bail 
to be taken to the Supreme Court 
by the Defendant. 

“In our experience with Judge 
Brown on the matter of civil lib- 
erties and minority rights he has 
always been quite fair to Negroes 
and we condemn’ this smear of 
Judge Brown for propaganda pur- 
poses, by the CIO Council ,, and 
other groups.

Another trouble with Barts ali- 
bi was that it was supported 
mainly by police officials, law- 
yers, and others who daily are in 
contact with officialdom, For in- 
stance not one woman was pro- 
duced to testify Barts was in New 
York during the hours in ques- 
tion.’ No newsstand dealer who 
may have seen Barts in Harlem 
that time was produced. Barts 
did not seem to have any family 
relatives in court and no one 
from tne apartment where he 
lives who might have testified 
where he was during the import- 
ant four or five hours in ques- i 
tion. 

At least one Harlem. newspaper 
reporter, whose. business is to 
keep in touch with Barts for 
crime news, was in court every 
day of the trial but the defense 
did not seek his testimony, Al- 
though Barts said he ate dinner 
in Smalls at 7:30 the evening in 
question, no waitress ‘was pto- 
duced to testify to this fact, 

-No bus driver was produced to: 
testify Barts ee the 5;45 St, 
Nicholas Ave. , as he testi ied, 
althougti as ad ive he is piob= 
‘ably known to these Harlem 4ri- 
yers. 

The defense also erred in 
parading a long line of promin- 
ent New York character witnes- 
ses for Barts instead of including 
some Newark character witnes- 
ses also. His defense did not real- 


over New York’s boastful super- 
jority claims over Jerseyites. _ 

Another underlying factor in 
the trial was the race angle, Mar- 
ion Greenberg is Jewish and ad- 
mitted she was in love and gave 
money, including the $10,000, to 
a Negro dandy who is shunned by 
the Negro race itself: Jewish for- 
ces in the city are extremely sén- 
sitive in the matter of relations 
between Jewish girls and Negro 
men, 

This subject is probably as 
touchy a one as it is in the South | 
over white women and Negro 
men. When Marion openly admit- 
ter her fascination for Waters and 
her statements were widely pub- 
lished, Jewish elements in the 
city Were not flattered. . Waters 
added insult to injury when he 
swaggered into court and tried to 
get out, of testifying, at the same 
time exhibiting a: bragging man 
ner over his female conquest. No 
doubt Waters, while refusing to 
put the finger on Barts, actually 
put the finger on by setting the all 
white jury against such, an-in= 
terracial mess. The jury may 
have believed that if Marion 
played ball with Waters, proba- 
bly she played ball with Barts 
and othér Negroes as well and 
they were all in the affair toge- 
ther. 

Unconsciously the state’s 
charge that Barts, a colored man, 
rode from New York to Newark 
and back with’ a white woman, 
and, visited several bars with her;

“While at the side of his Cap- 
tain on the bridge, Miller, despite 
enemy strafing and bombing and 
in the face of a serious fire, as- 
sisted in moving his Captain, who 
had been mortally wounded, to a 
place of greater safety, and later 
manned. and operated a machine 
gunidirected at enemy Japanese 
attacking aircraft until ordered to 
leave the bridge.” 


Later, in January, 1943, while 
visiting the U. S. Naval Training 
Station.at Great Lakes, ‘Ill; Blue= 
jacket Miller explained: that the 
Pearl Harbor incident marked his 
first experience -with a machine 
gun. Addressing hundreds of Ne- 
gro Bluejackets who are now be- 
ing taught at Great Lakes to han- 
dle such weapons, Miller said: 

“It wasn’t Hard. I just pulled 
the trigger and she worked fine. 
I had watched the otners win 
these guns. I guess I fired her for 
about fifteen minutes at those Jap 
planes. They were diving pretty 
close to us.” 


Miller, who was born October 
12, 1919, left his father’s small 
Waco, Texas, farm on September 
16,1939, to enlist in the Navy -as 
a Mess Attendant, Third Class, at 
Dallas Texas, He was sent to the 
Naval Training Station at Norfolk, 
Va., and then was assigned to the 
U. S. S. Arizona on which he ser- 
ved until the morning of the Jap- 
anese attack on Pearl Harbor.
